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GRAND JURY SEEKS 
POLICE ‘SQUEAL BOOK 


Sensations Promised in Secret 





Record of Crime-——To Ques- 
tion Cropsey To-day. 





CORRIGAN BEING SHADOWED 





He Makes Public a List of Hold-Up 
Men, Burglars, and Other Crooks 
Now Doing Business Here. 





Special attention will be given to-day 
by the Grand Jury which is investigating 
crime conditioys in the city to the list 
ot crooks and gambling places presented 
by Magistrate Corrigan in bis speech be- 
fore tne City Club on Saturday. The Mag- 
istrate has a more complete list and many 
more names were given out yesterday. 

Maynard Hollister, foreman of the 
Grand Jury, and four other members 
hear’ the City Club speech, and they took 
e lively interest ir what the Magistrate 
eaid. One of:the Magistrate’s assertions 
that particularly aroused their curiosity 
Was that there is a secret ‘‘ Squeal Book’”’ 
at Police Headquarters containing 2 com- 
plete list of every crime reported and 
what the police have done in regard to it. 
The Grand Jury wants that book badly, 
and it will be demanded to-day, together 
with the secret pink slips which are made 
Gut at station nouses for the guidance of 
pelice officials. 

The ‘‘ Squeal Rook,” it was said yvester- 
Gay, contains information which will cre- 
ate a sensation. Many other police rec- 
ords will also be asked for. The first 
Witness to-day will be Commissioner 
Cropsey, who had not finished his testi- 
mony when the Grand Jury adjourned on 
Saturday. 

Magistrate Corrigan will be asked to 
give all the information he has regarding 
bis list of gambling houses now: doing 
business and crooks who are in the city. 
Magistrate Corrigan said yesterday that 
he was anxious and ready to appear. 


Corrigan Shadowed. 


It was learned yesterday that since 
Magistrate Corrigan made attack 
upon the city administration he has been 
followed by detectives.

Offered to Tell the Mayor. 


When Mr. Corrigan was asked about 
this he said: 

“It is true that I wanted the office of 
Chief Magistrate, but I did not make any 
epecial effort to get it. I wrote the 
Mayor a short letter, telling him that l 
was @ candidate for the place. I did not 
call upon him, and I did not send any one 
to press my claims. The Mayor saw fit to 
refuse me, and I supposed he had his rea- 
gons for doing so. Later a reporter called 
upon me at the Calumet Club and asked 
my opinion about police conditions. 1 
frankly told him my views on the subject 
and thought no more about it. Then cer- 
tain matters came up regarding the police 
court in which I was sitting in October, 
and I wanted to cail the Mayor's attention 
to them. I wrote him a letter, saying 1 
wanted to see him on a subject of impor- 
tamce, and suggested that I would eall 
upon him at his convenience. He did not 
reply to this letter. If he had done so, 1 
would have told him what I thought about 
the way the laws were being violated. l 
theught he might have been courteous 
enough to have replied to my letter.’’

ALBANY, April 2.—Fire started afresh 
this afternoon among some débris in the 
State Capitol, but was extinguished in 
about an hour.

BY A FOE’S THREATS 


Reformed Pickpocket Kills Him- 
self Rather Than Face an Old 
Comrade’s Sworn Vengeance. 








MADE NAME AS DETECTIVE 





Enemy Who Sent the Messages to be 
Free This Week After Serv- 
Ing Five Years.

They did not 
know, either, that the long term of that 
one-time friend will expire this week, and 
that the last message sent to Glatz prob- 
ably had this slight variation of the fa- 
miliar words: ‘lll be out this week.” 

Giatz, according to his new friends, was 
as honorable as any man and as square, 
once he had put behind him the ways of 
former days. His first task, after he 
had found work with the Pinkertons, was 
to guard the various race tracks from 
the pilferings of men with whom he-once 
had consorted. And he did his work well, 
although even then he played fair with 
his former comrades. 

‘“‘T’m on the job to see that you guys 
don’t pull anything here,’ was his ulti- 
matum to the crooks gathered at the last 
big meeting in Sardtoga. ‘’I'’m warning 
you now on the level. Take the tip. If 
you start anything I'll be after you hard.” 

And Glatz kept his word. There were 
some of the men who once had worked 
with him. They laughed openly when 
Glatz’s warning was circujated through 
the underworld, and there were others 
who knew Glatz and knew that he would 
keep his word. These left Saratoga. 
‘“‘“He’’ was not of these, He laughed 
and then he went Into the beting ring. 
Presently Glatz found him with his hand 


in another man’s pocket. 

f ‘‘he” had any idea that Glatz 
overlook this ne was mistaken. 
“The Twinkler’”’ arrested him instantly, 
and, not content with just seeing him 
locked up, followed the case through untll 
he heard his man sentenced to Danne- 
mora.

Neighbors of the detective were aston- 
ished to hear that he had killed himself, 
and Jorn Benyon, his landlord, es- 
terday that he had talked with Glatz 
‘only a few moments before he passed 
‘into the house to shut himself in his room 
and put a gun to his head, The detective 
‘had seemed cheerful, and Benyon had not 
‘a thought that his friend was about to 
‘take his own life. 

‘Why he didn't have a reason in the 
i world to kill himself,’ said Benyon last 
night. ‘‘ He was prosperous and happy.”

Some 
twenty States already have laws requiring 
publicity after ere The association 
thinks tt will be an easy matter to get 
these States to adopt amendments provid- 
ing for publicity before election if Con- 
gress would pave the way with a Na- 
tional law. 

Representative McCall of Massachusetts 
‘will introduce a _ publicity bill on the 
‘opening day of Congress. The measure 
he introduced last session was passed by 
the House, but in the Senate was amend- 
ed to provide for the publication of con- 
tributions after election instead of before.

DIES IN HOME HERE 





Had Suffered with Heart Disease, 
Brought on by Worry Over 
Her Troubles.

Became Wilson Mizner’s Bride Soon 
After Yerkes’s Death—First Denied 
It and Later Divorced Him. 








Mrs. Charles T. Yerkes, widow of the 
‘late railway owner and capitalist, died 
ilast night at 9:45 o'clock at her home, 
| 861 Madison Avenue, of heart trouble due 
| to her years of troubles, complicated with 
| other diseases. With her at her death 
‘were her sisters, Mrs. Charles Simms and 
‘ant, and her physician, Dr. Henry 5. 
Whitehouse. 

Mrs. Yerkes’s hea'th began to fail last 
November, when she suffered a slight 
nervous breakdown. She did not improve 
in health, and about six weeks ago she 
had an attack of the grip, which pulled 
' her down much more. She had a severe 
turn three days ago, and her physician 
decided then that there was practically 
no hope for her recovery. Her death, it 
was admitted last night, had been ex- 
pected for twenty-four hours before she 
died. 

Charles T. Yerkes died in 1905, and 
barely a month after his death his widow 
Was married to Wilson Mizner at 5t. 
Andrew's Protestant Episcopal Church in 
this city. Mizner was a Californian, 
many years her junior. 

The wedding was kept secret for a 
while, but presently it crept out through 
some indiscreet words: dropped by Miz- 
ner, and after a long defiance and denial 
Mrs. Yerkes-Mizner admitted the fact of 
the marriage. 


Three weeks later the couple had sepa- 


rated, the wife leaving her home, then 
at 864 Fifth Avenue, to go to Chicago, 
where the estate of Mr. Yerkes was in 
process of administration. Mizner fol- 
lowed, and presently there was a recon- 
cillation, the first of many. Report had 
it that their troubles related mostly to 
money. She got a divorce from Mizner 
on May 17, 1907. 

Mrs. Yerkes was Mary Adelaide Moore, 
daughter of the junior member of the drug 
firm of Powers, Weightmang& Moore of 
Philadelphia. She was the railway man's 
second wife. He and his first wife were 
separated by divorce after she had stuck 
by him during his Imprisonment in the 
Eastern Penitentiary of Philadelphia for 
aiding the City Treasurer of Philadelphia 
in questionable transaction. He married 
Miss Moore twenty-four years ago. 

Yerkes and his second wife made their 
home on the North Side of Chicago, and 
as their fortunes grew they gained a 
strong social position. When Yerkes 
went East, and subsequently to London 
in the development of his traction enter- 
prises, he and his wife gave up their Chi- 
cago residence. 

After divorcing Mizner, Mrs. Yerkes 
again went to Chicago and established a 
hoine on Micnigan Avenue, which she has 
since retained. Mrs. Yerkes, however, 
had not been in Chicago for the last six 
months, her latest visit having to do with 
the litigation between herself and the 
Yerkes exetutors with reference to the 
distribution of her estate. 

When Charles T. Yerkes died, tn 1906, 
his estate was found to be in great con- 
fusion. The value of the personal prop- 
perty in illinois wag put at $3,000,000, 
with $200,000 additional in real estate. 
There were many creditors, however, 
among them Mrs. Yerkes herself, 
great deal of the Chicago property 
in securities of questionable value. 

Mr. Yerkes left $100,000 to the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, and the valuable paint- 
ings, tapestries, and bric-a-brac in_ his 
mansion at Sixty-eighth Street and Fifth 
Avenue were to go to this city. 

Louis S. Owsley was executor of the 
Yerkes will. Mrs. Yerkes’s claims against 
the estate and her actions ayainst Ows- 
ley and the Chicago Railways Company 
were in the courts for several years aiter 
Mr. Yerkes’s death. 

In October, 1909, after four years of 
legal warfare, terms were made under 
which Mrs. Yerkes obtained about one- 
third of the estate. Last June the United 
States Circuit Court fixed the value of 
her rights in the New York property of 
Yerkes at $163,362. 

When Charles T. Yerkes died his widow 
was supposed to have had $7,500,000, but 
almost immediately after she obtained her 
divorce from young Mizner the latter be- 
gan to make statements implying that her 
wealth was greatly exaggerated. He said 
that he had been accused of marry. . 
Mrs. Yerkes for her money, but that as 
an actual fact the will of Mr. Yerkes dis- 
tributed riches which were largely im- 
aginary.

MAD GIRL LOST IN MARSHES. 


Refuse Plant Men Hear Her Shriek- 
Ing Amid Jamaica Bay Bogs. 


Shrieks resounding from the marshes 
and bogs bordering Jamaica Bay, shortly 
before dawn vesterday morning, startled 
a couple of firemen in the Brooklyn refuse 
plant near the bay shore, and with lan- 
terns they set out to find the woman 
who, they believed, must be lost on the 
marsh. “hey searched for more than an 
hour, but they found no one, and it was 
not until 10 o'clock that the cries were 
heard again.

SAVING LIVES OF WORKERS. 


Union of Employers Against Tubercu- 
losis In Worcester Has Spread Far. 


WORCESTER, Mass., April 2.—The un- 
dertaking inaugurated in Worcester Coun- 
ty twenty-eight months ago to bring about 
a conquest of tuberculosis among wage 
earners, through an agreement among 
the merchants and manufacturers to pro- 
vide curative treatment, has had wide- 
spread results. Dr. Melvin G. Overlock, 
State Medical Inspector for the Worces- 
ter district, reports that the movement 
has now extended throughout New Eng- 
land, into New York, to Ohio, and has 
given rise to experiments in Japan and 
Bulgaria, and inquiries from Great Brit- 
ain. France, and elsewhere. 

Records kept by Dr. Overlock show that 
since November, 1908, when the first sys- 
tematic step to overcome consumption 
among working men and women was 
taken, the wage-earning abilities of more 
than 200 working people, most of them 
fattory girls, which had been fgrced to 
a low ebb by the disease, have 
stored and the tuberculosis overcome.

Box Found in u Doorwar. 

The box was discovered by 15-year-old 
Jerome Kelly of 124 East 126th Street. 
He was playing hide and seek with Clar- 
ence Clark of 2,456 Second Avenue, John 
Farrell of 318 East 125th Street, ahd 
Morris Cohen of 102 East 12st Street, all 
of about his age. Young Clark was 
chasing the others, and to elude him 
Kelly ran into the doorway of a vacant 
store at 178 Bast 125th Street. The door- 
way is shaped like an arch. At one side 
of it is a pillar. 

Kelly slipped behind the pillar and his 
foot encountered the cigar box. He picked 
it up, and as young Clark ran past his 
hiding place the youngster threw the box 
at him. The street was crowded with 
men and women—it was only 9 o’clock— 
and in the street between Park and Third 
Avenues there was a Salvation Army 
meeting. Kelly’s aim was poor, and the 
box struck a woman on the shoulder.

and stood guard over it while Clark ran 
to the East 126th Street Station and noti- 
fied Lieut. Kelleher. The Lieutenant 
Sent Detectives Curtin and Brennan to 
bring the box to the station, and the de- 
tectives tdok the boys there also, where 
Kelly told how they found it. ; 


Woman’s Right Hand, Left Foot. 


Coroner Holtzhauser ordered that the 
box remain unopened until his arrival. 
When he reached the station the first ex- 
amination of the hand and foot was 
made. It was found that the hand, ap- 
parently from its size, that of a woman 
or a boy, was a right hand, the foot was 
the left foot. The hand had been severed 
from the arm directly at the wrist, and 
the foot had been taker off just below 
the ankle. 

Neither the hand nor the foot had been 
cut cleanly from the Hmbs. Both ap- 
peared to have been torn off, the hand 
especially seeming to have been broken 
and then hacked away from the wrist. 
Both hand and foot were partly decom- 
posed. Coroner Holtzhauser thought 
they had perhaps been severed from the 
body about a week ago. The hand was 
broken, and, according to the Coroner, 
evidently had been submitted to treat- 
ment such as a medical student would 
never give to a specimen. 

The foot was in worse shape. The large 
toe and the little toe were torn from the 
foot, not as they would have been severed 
had an operation been performed, but 
rather as would have happened had they 
been hacked and then twisted from the 
sockets. 


Ring, Handkerchief, Possible Clues. 


It was to the ring that the Coroner de- 
voted his chief attention when it became 
apparent that the letter could not be put 
together. The ring, of the signet type, 
was light and small, and it was these facts 
that enabled the Coroner to hazard the 
guess that the hand was that of a woman. 

The handkerchief added a mite to the 
information the police sought. It was 
of linen, and was such @ one as only a 
person of means would be likely to carry. 
The cigar box contained plenty of infor- 
mation, although not of the kfid which 
the police believed would prove valuable. 
It was one used by Theodore Muehling, 
a cigar manutacturer of 31 Park Avenue, 
Rutherford, N. J., and bore a union label 
with the date October, 1910. The factory 
number on the box .was 957.

900 Meetings Held and Negotiations 
in Washington Applauded. 


LONDON, April 2.—The attitude of the 
Imperial German Chancellor, Dr. von 
Bethmann-Holweg, has not dampened 
British zeal for arbitration. The project- 
ed demonstration to be held in the Albert 
Hall was abandoned only in favor of @ 
wider national movement. It took the 
form of 900 meetings yesterday and to- 
day in all the cities of the Kingdom. 

Councils representing 10,000 Evangelical 
Free Churches adopted a resolution in 
Support of the proposed treaty and wel- 
coming the idea of American churches ob- 
serving April 2 as Arbitration Sunday, 
Copies of this resolution were forwarded 
to President Taft and Sir Edward Grey, 
the British Foreign Secretary.

The reception 
over, Mr, O’Gorman went to his rooms, 
where he remained for the rest of the 
evening. There he received many callers, 
most of them being Democratic members 
of Congress.

GHAFORD, Del., April 2.—The frequent

Ex«-Mayor Low Would Make It Illegal 
Unless Buildings Are Safe. 


Fix-Mavor Low has taken up the ques- 
tion of fire protection itn city factories, 
and in a letter to Borough President Mc- 
Aneny suggests that it be made fllegal 
for an insurance company to iesue a policy 


on any building or its contents unless } 


there is absolute protection for its occu- 
pants. In his letter he said: 


The recent terrible fire in the Asch 
Building is naturally bringing to the front 
many suggestions to prevent such a horrible 
occurrence in the future. Those of us 
who have had experience tn public adminis- 
tration appreciate, as no one else can, how 
the multiplication table makes the problem 
of inspection difficult, which, on @ small 
scale, is perfectly easy. 

I think, of course, that among the les- 
sons of this fire are these: That responsl- 
bility, so far as practicable, should e 
concentrated and that the inspection should 
be made as adequate as possible. It has 
occurred to me, however, that legisiation 
may be possible which would add to the 
efficiency of more adequate and more care- 
ful public regulation. 

1. Why I!s it not possible to make it un- 
lawful for a fire insurance company to 
insure eny building that does not meet 
the legal requirements for the safety of 
its occupants, from the point of view of 
the actual use, at the time, to which the 
building’ {ts put? 

2. Why is it not possible to make it un- 
lawful for tenants to insure their merchan- 
A@ise and other property unless they also 
comply with the legal requirements as to 
fire drill, and the like? 

Buch iegisiation would place the insurance 
companies, as well as the public officials 
on guard over the safety of the occupants at 
buildings, and would greatly tend to reduce 
the likelihood of any such catastrophe as 
that which shocked our community a few 
davs ago. 

1? legislation fn this form is practicable 
I think it might well be made to apply 
to the sanitary requirements for the occu- 
pants of a building, as well as to the 
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Ferries.

Mr. McAneny, tn reply, said: 


I have your letter of March 80 and 
concur heartily in your suggestion. While 
the importance of securing a _ better 
bullding code, and perhaps other measures of 

eneral legislation, is clear enough, it seems 

Oo me equally clear that unless more ef- 
fective methods of enforcement are pro- 
vided, more provisions of law, whatever 
they may be, will not go far. 

This is certainly the lesson of present 
experience. The law now places upon the 
Superintendent of Buildings the duty of re- 
quiring ‘‘ good and sufficient fire escapes, 
Stairways, and other means of egress’’ in 
certain classes of buildings, the plans for 
Which are submitted for his approval. As 
an owner cannot proceed with construction 
until his plans have been approved, and as 
he cannot get approval until the bureau has 
been satisfied that they are right, this 
requirement is supposed to he sufficient to 
get them right at the beginning; but 4 
building once passed—as the Asch Building 
was in 190l—stands as approved unless 
subsequent complaint is made against it, 
either through the Fire Department or 
the State Factory Inspectors—or, as some- 
times occurs, through private. channels. 

No complaint had ever been filed against 
the Asch Building either by the Fire De- 
partment or by the Factory Inspectors, and 
there were, therefore, no orders outstanding 
against it. 

The Superintendent of Buildings informs 
me that, including arrears of old cases, 
there are at present 350 that are in the 
hands of the Corporation Counsel awaiting 
consideration by the courts. 

No matter what diligence the city’s law 
officers may display the ability of owners 
to secure delays upon one technical ground 
or another frequently puts off final judg- 
ment for a year, or even for two or three 
years, following the date upon which the 
complaint arose, and while the bureau is 
wuiting for the courts ,.the defective condi- 
tions continue. 

The measures you suggest, coupled with 
such a lodgment of police power, would, I 

belleve, have a most salutary effect. 


Many of the difficulties which Mr. Mc- 
Aneny points out in his letter would be 
obviated by the passage of the charter 
provisions dealing with these matters rec- 
ommended by Mayor Gaynor. They give 
the Fire Commissioner plenary powers in 
the ordering of the installation of all nec- 
essary fire protection appliances and fa- 
cilities, 





COST, NOT LIFE, THE GAUGE. 


Dr. Slicer So Considers the Difficulty 
in Protecting from Fires. 


The Rev. Thomas R. Slicer preached at 
All Souls’ Church yesterday on ‘‘ A Great 
City: Its Perils and Privileges.” Re- 
ferring to the Washington Place fire, he 
said: 


“The root of the difficulty is that the 
appliance of fire protection is not gauged 
by the value of human life, but by the 
lowest possible estimate of expenditure. 
Until we learn to love human life for 
what it may be we have not risen to 
meeting the privilege of being members 
of a great community.” 

Dr. Slicer said-he did not consider it 
the proper time or place for a discussion 
of the fire or of the present wave of vice 
and crime, but that both should be fully 
discussed. His address was largely an 
appeal for better citizenship. The perils 
of a city, with its congested population, 
he said, went back to the beginnngs of 
the association of individuals, ‘‘ from the 
time when a man and a woman undar- 
take to live together in beatitude.”’’ 

“It is always B peril to be one of a 

oup,’’ he said, “not because the group 

s dangerous necessarily, but because you 
may not be adaptable or sympathetic with 
the other members. It {s a serious thing 
to be a citizen; it might be easier to be a 
hermit. 

“There is a vast difference between 
the citizen and the adventurer. The ad- 
venturer is a man who takes all he can 
Out of a city for himself, whereas the 
citizen takes all he can out of himself to 
put into a city. It makes no difference 
where @ man lives—in a municipal lodg- 
ing house or a palace—or whether he is 
the head of a great corporation or carry- 
ing on some small graft or holding up a 
boy in the street for the change in his 
ockets. If he is taking out of the city 
or himself what he can get h@ is an ad- 
venturer. 

‘The average view is that the city is a 
g00d place in which to do business and 
make money.

Government Troops Confined to Large

CHYHUAHUA, Mexico, April 2—Fran- 
cisco I. Madero, leader of the revolutionary 
forces, in an interview given in Hacienda 
Bustillos a few days ago, declared that 
the recent Cabinet changes in Mexico, 
while a concession to public epinion, were 
too late and insufficient. He looked upon 
the Cabinet changes merely as a confes- 
sion of the Government’s inability to 
crush the revolution. 

“Gefior Limantour has stated that the 
people’s just wishes, pacifically expressed, 
will be granted,” he said. “ The former 
policy of the Government was simply to 
place reformers in jail. The concessions 
now given are due only to the armed revo- 
lution, although the Government had 
been warned by myself and others that if 
constitutional rights and a free ballot 
were not grantei a revolution must fol- 
low. They could not, or would not, see 
the danger menacing the nation. 

“We will not lay down our arms until 
the general elections of last year are de-

CINCINNATI, April 2.—George B. Cox, 
the Republican political leader 
cinnati for the last twenty-five years, 
has been missing from this city for the 
last three days. All day County Detective 
Ryan searched for him, This evening he 
told a Times reporter that he had been 
unable to find him. 

Cox disappeared last Friday, immediately 
after the Hamilton County Grand Jury 
returned a new indictment charging him 
with perjury. It was supposed by those 
interested in the case that he would re- 
turn to Cincinnati last evening after 
Judge Gorman left the Criminal Courts 
bench. His wife said this evening that 
he has not been heard from, and that she 
is as much in the dark concerning his 
whereabouts as anybody could be. 

Cox is out on bond now for the first in- 
dictment, but that is by no means large, 
and it is said here that if he wishes to 
stay away from Cincinnati for all time, 
he can do so. 

Prosecutor Henry T. Hunt, who is 
prosecuting Cox for saying that he never 
received any of the gratuities handed to 
Cincinnati politicians from the _ local 
banks for allowing money to be loaned 
them, says that he thinks Cox will re- 
turn, and that it is only a matter of a 
few days at least until he will show up 
and answer the indictment. 

Newspaper men to-day visited every 
conceivable place in this city and across 
the river in Campbell and Kenton Coun- 
ties, Kentucky, where it was thought 
Cox might be in hiding. However, late 
this evening they say they have been 
unable to locate him. 

It was supposed that he had gone to 
the Laughery Club, of which Chairman 
August Herrmann of the National Base- 
ball Commission is the President, but re- 
porters sent there searched the place and 
could find no trace of him. Others were

Peter Cooper Once Was Its Sunday 
School Superintendent—Congrega- 
tion Joins Henning Church. 





After 122 years the Seventh Street Meth- 
odist Church, known in its early days as 
the *‘ Two-Mile Stone’’ Church, and when 
Peter Cooper was its Sunday School Su- 
perintendent as the ‘‘ Bowery Village 
Church,’ closed its doors last night for 
the last time. In the civil war years, 
when the Rev. Dr. James Floy and the 
Rev. W. Pitman Corbett were its pas- 
tors, its congregation was one of the 
largest in the city, but its attendance has 
fallen off so it was decided to wind up 
its affairs, 

Situated a few doors east of the Bow- 
ery, it has been surrounded gradually by 
tenements occupied by tenants of other 
religions and tongues. As far back as 
1900 the Methodist Society was aware of 
the advisability of consolidating ts 
dwindling congregation with that of some 
other church, and for this purpose the 
Hedding Church in East Seventeenth 
Street was selected. The two were for- 
mally united last Sunday, and last night 
the handful of faithful parishioners who 
have stood by it attended the last Meth- 
odist service which will be held in the 
Greek-columned old church. The Rev. 
W. D. Carnes, who has been pastor for 
the last year, told the congregation that 
one satisfactory feature of the closing was 
‘that it was practically free of debt. 

“The Methodist Society of the city has 
beckcd us up financlally.” said Mr. 
Carnes. ‘‘ The congregation itself con- 
tributed $1,800 during the last vear, and 
this comes within abont $150 of paving 
the expenres for the vear. The church's 
loan also is being taken care of."

“The saddest duty that ever befell me 
was to read the burial service over Benja- 
min Stratton, who was Treasurer of this 
church for thirty years. He was unusual 
for his love of hope and peace and kind- 
nezs, and to hear or see anything unkind 
or ungenerous caused him keenest sorrow 
and pain. Now this building is going to 
pass into other hands. But remember that 
it is the people and not the building which 
makes a church, and that this church is 
going to continue to live in each one of 
you.”’ 

The leaving of the old building was a 
source of grief to the little congregation.

tion in any public building or in any 
private building under public supervis- 
ion involves three processes—the devis- 
ing of the system, the provision of 
money to carry it out, the provision of 
men to administer and enforce it. 

In these processes the Legislature or 
the local Council must adopt the sys- 
tem, the money must be appropriated 
each year, and the Executive must se- 
lect or retain fit men. In the State 
Government this will prove a difficult 
and tedious task. It will hardly be 
much easier to get the Capitol rebuilt 
properly and its contents, with those of 
State buildings, securely cared 
for, than it has been to get the Capitol 
honestly and decently constructed and 
cared for. The whole plan of State 
yovernment is so complex, involved, 
and confused that efficiency is very 
hard to get. 

In the City Government the situation 
is better. We have more concentration 
and simplicity and a better chance for 
systematic improvement.

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NATIONAL GUARD REFORMS. 


State Officers Working for Improve- 
ment in the Militia Service. 


T'o the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your newspaper is to be commended on 
its most interesting and instructive edito- 
rials on the National Guard in the State 
of New York, «Adjt. Gen. Verbeck, the 
Military Council, and myself are doing 
everything that is in our power to perfect 
legislation for the encouragement of 
young men to enlist in the National 
Guard, and I am pleased to say that Con- 
gress and the Secretary of War are giv- 
ing the States great encouragement and 
financial assistance in this direetion. The 
Government at Washington has awakened 
to the fact that since the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War it must depend on the State 
militia for its main support in the time of 
war, rebellion, or insurrection. The lower 
house of the last Congress passed the 
Equal Pay bill, but it was not reached 
for final passage in the Senate before ad- 
jJournment. The State of New York is 
the first, and stands ahead of all States in 
the Union for the best-equipped militia, 
and the foreign military and naval at- 
tachés say that the State of New York 
has the finest armories in the world. 

In your editorial of the 1st inst. you 
speak of the reason for the lack of re- 
cruits in the National Guard, in which 
you State, among other things, that “‘ the 
strongest reasons aré that young men 
have got out of the habit of belonging to 
regiments, and that the term of enlist- 
ment is too long.’’ I agree with you on 
this proposition. The ‘Assembly has 
passed a bill reducing the enlistment in 
the National Guard from five to three 
years, and this bill is now on third read- 
ing in the Senate. The Committee on Mil- 
itary Affairs has reported favorably twen- 
ty-seven bills encouraging and making the 
life of a militiaman more pleasant than it 
has been heretofore. 

The Committee on Military Affairs, with 
Assemblyman Brooks, the originator of 
the idea of establishing a State military 
institute at Peekskill on the same lines as 
the Virginia Military Institute, 1s con- 
sidering the introduction of a bill along 
these lines, permitting free scholarship to 
the extent of 250 students, each student to 
be appointed to the institute on the nomi- 
nation of each Senator and Assemblyman, 
and JOO pay students. This institute is to 
be a State institute, under the supervision 
of the Governor and the Adjutant General

COURT DECISIONS TO-DAY. 


Important Opinions Expected to be 
Handed Down by Supreme Tribunal. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.—What cases 
will be passed upon by the Supreme 
Court of the United States when it re- 
convenes to-morrow after a recess of ttvo 
weeks no one outside the court assumes 
to know. That the number of decisions 
handed down will be large is generally 
believed, and many persons think they 
will include the dissolution suits brought 
by the Government against the Standard 
Oil and tobacco corporations. 

These two cases are not the only im- 
portant ones aWaiting decision. Com- 
paratively few of the delicate problems 
which awaited the formation of a full 
bench at the beginning of the year have 
been passed upon finally, although they 
were argued immediately after Justices 
Van Devanter and Lamar took their 
places on the-bench, filling the last va- 
cancies. 

It is regarded as more than probable 
that the court will announce its decision 
in some of these troublesome cases that 
rank second only to the Standard Oil and 
tobacco suits. The court may decide to- 
morrow whether Samuel Gompers, John 
Mitchell, and Frank Morrison, President, 
Vice President, and Secretary respect- 
ively of the American Federation of La- 
bor, must go to jail for their alleged con- 
tempt of the Supreme Court of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia in boycott litigation. 


Another case involves the constitutional- 
ity of the employers’ liability law of 1908. 


COMMERCE COURT MEETS. 


New Tribunal Begins First Term To- 
day—35 Cases on the Docket.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The Court of 
Commerce will convene to-morrow morn- 
ing for its first term of actual work in 
the room of the Court of Customs Ap- 
peals. Thirty-five cases are on the docket. 
The length of the term has not been de- 
termined. 

Chief Justice Martin A. Knapp will pre- 
side. The associate Justices are William 
H. Hunt, John Carland, R. W. Archbald, 
and Julian ©. Mack. Frank Starek is 
Marshal, J. L. Murphy Deputy Marshal, 
G. F. Snyder Clerk, and . S. Hinman 
Deputy Clerk. 

The court has original jurisdiction in 
cases Involving State commerce laws, as- 
suming in that respect the functions of 
the Circult Courts in their relation to 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
Appeals from the Court of Commerce lie 
to the Supreme Court of the United States.

“The day has gone by when any group 
of men, be they railroad, industrial, or 
professional, can say to the public regard< 
ing any matter of universal interest, ‘It 
is all right.” ‘Let us alone.’ One would 
Suppose that even the man in the street, 
much more the editor of a paper that 
seeks to form opinion or to voice opinion, 
would read the signs of the times and 
understand that the public will no longeg 
accept mere assurance, and that the only 
way in which the medical profession cay 
place vivisection of the dumb animals 
upon the high plane which its purely scl 
entific practice deserves, and which they 
demand for it, is to permit and welcome 
the State inspection which is demanded 
by this society.

Th 
fact that we ask investigation, and noe 
abolition, of the practice is carefully with< 
held, and the bald charge is made that 
we seek a total prohibition of ft. 

‘We are asked, shall not thousands of 
mothers see their babes saved from men- 
ingitis by serum, and was not the lifd 
of Gov. Hughes’s son worth the forty 
monkeys Dr. Flexner is supposed to have 
sacrificed in discovering and elaborating 
the antidote? Anticipating the affirma- 
tive answer to these queries, which their 
nature demands from any frank and ina 
telligent man who is not an extremist, the 
editorial writer goes gladly on to assumd 
that such assent fImplies a waiver of al] 
objection to vivisection, no matter how 
or by whom conducted. So confident ig 
be, now that his straw Frankenstein ig 
demolished, that he unwarily commits 
himself to another theory very different 
in character.

House Democrats to Hold Up 
Reciprocity Until the Senate 
Acts on Other Matters.

WASHINGTON, April 2.—The last hope 


for a ehort extra session of Congress | 


which opens to-morrow, went glimmering 
with the announcement of the Democratic 
programme for the work of the new 
House. The most that the President ex- 
pected to ask was the adoption of the 
Canadian reciprocity agreement, and the 
ratification of the proposed arbitration 
treaty with Great Britain, with the possi- 
ble addition of the permanent Tariff 
Boari bill Since his return from the 
South he has even decided against urging 
the adoption of the Board bill, which 
would have had no chance in the Demo- 
cratic House. 

The Democratic caucus, however, has 
left the way open for a legislative pro- 
gramme that might well occupy the at- 
tention of Congress for the whole of a 
regular long session by adopting Mr. Un- 
derwood’s programme providing for the 
consideration of popular election of Sen- 
ators, Canadian reciprocity, traiff revi- 
sion, investigation of Government de- 
partments, Congressional reapportion- 
ment, Statehood for Arizona and New 
Mexico, general deficiency appropriations, 
District of Columbia legislation, and pub- 
licity of campaign contributions. 

Champ Clark admits that he scarcely 
expects an adjournment before Sept. 1, 
and other leaders in both Houses are not 
more optimistic. ‘The one hope of an 
earlier end to the session seems now to 
lie in the unllkely possibility of the House 
permitting Canadian reciprocity to be dis- 
posed of first, which would be followed at 
Once by a disagreement as to further ac- 
tion between the Democratic House and 
the Republican Senate as to the date for 
acjourumont. In that contingency 
thought the game worth the candle, the 
President might exercise his Constitution- 
&l right and prorogue Congress. 

Leaders of the House, however, have 
no intention to give the President that 
opportunity. While they are not abso- 
lutely decided to take up bills under all 
of the eight general heads, it is certain 
that they will make a serious fight for 
the immediate enactment of more than 
half of them. Their plan is to hold out 
the Canadian reciprocity agreement, 
which will again have to originate in the 
House, until the Republican Senate has 
acted on the other bills the Democrats 
Wish passed. It is not necessary that the 
Senate shall pass all these measures. In 
fact, on some they would wish adverse 
action. They realize that in a Presiden- 
tial fight it is important to have some- 
thing left to fight for, and would be glad 
to see some of their strongest measures 
held up by the Republican Senate. 

The programme for the first week or 
£0 of the session now calls for the intro- 
duction in the House of the popular elec- 
tion of Senators resolution which was de- 
feated in the Senate at the last session. 
That resolution always passes the House, 
and it will do so again with little more 
than perfunctory debate. The House 
Reapportionment bill which was defeated 
in the pre at the close of the last ses- 
Sion will also be taken up. 

It is only after these two measures have 
been sent to the Sencte that the House 
will take up tariff matters, and even then 
it will not be the Canadian agreement.

They closed, so 
far as the railroads were concerned, 
with the recent decisions of the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, under ita 
new powers, in the rate cases, and the 
intermediate stages were marked by 
the elimination of rebating, of passes, 


of discrimination between shippers and 
localities; the acquisition by the Gove- 


ernment of supervision over accounts, 


-and the regulation of railroad fares and 


rates in inter-State business. _ Wher- 


ever the new rules have been applied 
'only good has followed, and it {s prob- 
ably true that to-day there could not 
be discovered a railroad executive wor- 
(thy of the position who would willingly 


return to the conditions of the past. 


|Even the rate decisions, recent as they 





have been and disappointing as they 
were to many, have lost their sting, and 
the roads have settled down to live 
within their incomes by means of the 
same careful economy practiced by in- 
dividuals under similar clroumstances. 
This acceptance of the new ideals and 
the good results flowing out of them 
have proved more impressive to those 
outside of the storm area than to those 
within it. They have had the advan- 
tage of a distance perspective, whereas 
our own recognition of the benefits can 
only come with a time perspective. 
This is made clear by the heavy and 
continued purchases of railroad securi- 
ties by European investment and bank- 
ing institutions, while proof that the 
time perspective is having its influence 
upon stockholders of the roads in this 
country !{s found tn thefr stubborn + re- 
fusal to part with their holdings under 
such unsettled circumstances as those 
which have surrounded railroad affairs 
for months past. So far as our indus- 
trial life is concerned, the period of re- 
adjustment with it will approach ocom- 
pletion with the Supreme Court de- 
cisions and their practical appfication 
to business. The line of further devel- 
opment, it is to be hoped, will be plain- 
ly marked, and we may then reason- 
ably expect to find the executives of 
great corporations as willing to accept 
these limitations as the raflroad heads 
have been to follow the paths marked 
out for them. After all is said and 
done, the mainspring of prosperity in 
this or any other great nation is tangit- 
ble good will. It has been missing 
from our business balance sheet too 
long. Its restoration to the account is 
at hand and the future is accordingly 
secure.

ADDING CAPACITY 
AGAIN IN STEEL 


‘Independent Plants Near Pitts- 





burg Rush to Complete 
Extensions.

PITTSBURG, April 2.—The revival of 


of steel products has brought with it a 
rush to complete new extensions to in- 
dependent plants in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict, on which construction has been al- 
lowed to lag during the Winter, with its 
Slack demands for the heavier lines of 
structural materials, plates, rails, and 
big tonnage products generally. There is 
a difference in the tonnage proposition of 
keeping a wire or tin plate mill running 
and supplying the crude steel for a heavy 
service rolling mill, with its maximum 
co1sumption running into the tens of 
thousands of tons. With close to 100,000 
tons of steel plates and structural ma- 
terial booked in the Pittsburg district 
alone during the week just closed, rush 
orders were sent out to increase the con- 
struction forces working at the new open 
hearth plants of the Republic Iron and 
Ste2] Company, Youngstown; the Jones 
& J.aughlin Steel Company, just out of 
Pittsburg, and steel mill extensions of 
two smaller independents’ at Wheeling. 
The Crucible Steel Company of America 
also showed increased activity in its 
preparations for utilizing its new crude 
metal capacity at the Midland (Penn.) 
plant, recently absorbed, and open hearth 
facilities will be installed there im- 
mediately. 

Old steel men see no immediate prospect 
of the present plants being unable to 
supply demand for crude steel in the 
Pittsburg district, but the independents 
who have enlargements under way are 
averse t6 trying the experiment. In 
finished product, two independent tin 
plate extensions in this district will go 
in operation in June; the Steel Corpora- 
tion’s new sheet steel and structural mills 
at Gary, Ind., will be in operation in 
July, and the new nail mills at Johnstown, 
Penn., have just begun shipping their 
product. All this new capacity seems 
likely to have @ busy season, with the 
possible exception of the new pipe mills 
started by two independents during the 
Winter. Demand for merchant pipe 
shows some signs of falling off. 

A distinct victory has been scored by 
the Steel Corporation over foreign makers 
of tin plate, in the seemingly certain cap- 
ture of the ‘‘drawback” tin plate trade 
from the importer.

“LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


The Classification of Marrons and Pep- 
pers Settled—Other Tariff Decisions. 

The Board of United States General Ap- 
praisers has decided @ dispute between 
the Government and L, 8. Jolles, am im- 
porter, regarding the classification of 





fharrons and peppers. The chestnuts from | 


which the marrons aré made were as- 
sessed for duty as ‘nuts not specially 
provided for,”’ at 1 cent a pound under 
the tariff act of 1909. The importer al- 
leged that the merchandise returned by 
the Collector as chestnuts should be 
allowed free entry as “crude marrons.” 
This claim the board sustains. 

The importer’s objection to the assess- 
ment made on the peppers is overruled by 
the board. It was shown by the official 
reports that the peppers are dried red 
peppers, known as capsicum. They were 
taxed under Paragraph 208 at the rate of 
2% cents a pound, The importer claimed 
that the merchandise should be granted 
free entry as “ unground peppers.” Judge 
Waite says in his decision for the board 
that the sample in evidence shows the 
goods to be small red pepper pods. It is 
held that the peppers were properly as- 
sessed by the Collector of Customs. 


Perkins, Goodwin & Co. appealed to the | 
board for a reversal of Collector Loeb's | 


action in assessing a countervalling duty 
on wood pulp from Sweden. Judge Somer- 
ville in overruling the protests says that 
some of the importers failed to appear at 
the time set for the hearings, while in 
other cases the protests were submitted 
on the record without any evidence on the 
part of the importers in support of their 
claims. The board: holds that from the 
record the rate of the countervailing duty 
appears to be correct. 

A claim filed by Perry, Ryer & Co. and 
others asking free entry for dye wood, 
known as fustic, was denied. The wood, 
which is used for dyeing glove leather, 
was returned for duty as wood used ex- 
pressly for dyeing, with duty at the rate 
of one-quarter of 1 cent a pound and 10 
per cent. ad valorem, According to the 
importers the wood is in a crude state 
and should be given free entry, General 
Appraiser Chamberlain states im his de- 
cision for the board that the wood is 
advanced in value and {fs not crude. 

Fondervilie & Van Iderstine secured a 
reduction in the duty on so-called stem- 
ware, made in part of blown glass in con- 
nection with other glass. Duty had been 
assessed at the rate of 60 per cent. as 
decorated glassware. The board upholds 
the contention that the glass is suffi- 
ciently plain to allow its inclusion as 


'“* manufactures of glass,” with duty at 


45 per cent.

LESS VALUE IN MINERALS. 


Low Prices Since 1907 Cut Mineral 


Wealth In 1909 by $185,000,000. 


Although little more than one-fifth as 
great as the agricultural wealth prodfticed 
in the United States last year, the total 
value of mineral products in 1909, figures 
for which have just been made public by 
the United States Geological Survey, 
amounted to $1,885,925,187. The agricul- 
tural output, however, broke all records 
in value, while the mineral output, 
though showing a gain over the previous 
year, did not get back to the high record 
figures of 1907, when the aggregate valua- 
tion placed upon the country’s metallic 
and non-metallic mineral products was 
$2,071, 607,964. 

This year’s mineral output, is lower in 














. 


value than 1907's, not because of the fall- 
ing off in production, but because of the 
slump in prices. Copper and pig iron, 
for instance, are so much lower than 
the levels of the boom year as to account 
for a considerable proportion of the money 
loss, In mineral production the rate in- 
creases year by year in most commodi- 
ties much the same as the farmer’s har- 
vests. Prices, as the statistics indicate 
are, however, less stable than those 
fetched by the staples of agriculture, The 
Government figures do not total the 
quantities produced, but a comparison 
of individual items shows how constant 
has been the increase in most instances. 
In ten years the output of pig iron and 
copper has nearly doubled. Gold has 
gained less than one-third, while silver 
has fallen off. Aluminum has jumped to 
‘nearly five times its rate of production wong 











1900. Among the non-metals cement’ and 
asphalt have made gains which nearly 
quadruple the figures of a decade ago. 
Gypsum has made a gain of an almost 
corresponding amount, and phosphate 
rock has nearly doubled. Coal, both bi- 
tuminous and anthracite, has made gains 
in rate of production, which are not, 
however, a8 great as the increases in 
value. 

Although 1907 was the greatest year 
this country has ever seen in the value of 
ts mineral products, some items, such as 
copper, silver, lead, and clay products, 
reached their top notch tn 1906. 

In 1909 the value of the mineral prod- 
ucts of the United States was some $185,- 
682,777 less than in 1907. Of this loss over 
$150,000,000 was represented in the de- 
clines in value of the, metal products.

Napoleon, with regard to “people. was not 
bloodthirsty, but he was pitiless. The 
great Greek thinkers always tried to bribe 
and coerce the people, and they were 
without real human sympathy. But 
Jesus, when He saw the multitude, ‘ was 
moved with compassion.’ 

*“Remembering that just /before He 
was moved with compassion He “had 
looked upon the multitude, first as faint 
ing sheep, then as a great harvest ready 
for the reaper, I want to know what was 
in that compassion? What does pity 
constitute? 

*“*T believe most earnestly that the first 
essence and cardinal prerequisite of pity 
is a cloudless sense of right, and incor- 
ruptible holiness. The conscience of Jesus 
was @8S luminous as the clear sky. With- 
out clarity of conscience there can be no 
fine compassion. Whenever conscience 
begins to burn low compassion begins to 
shrink. 

‘““T believe that the correlative element 
to the cloudless sense of right is a blaz- 
ing antagonism to wrong. It is exem- 
plified in lightning. The light of con- 
science changes into lightning whenever 
wrong draws near. 

‘*‘In the Lord’s compassion there was, 
first of all, this cloudless sense of right, 
merged with a blazing indignation toward 
wrong. Next, He possessed a_ super- 
sensitive conception of human stffering 
and infirmity. Like a standard seismp- 
graph, which registers not only earth- 
quakes and violent shocks, but the small- 
est undulatory motions of the earth, our 
Lord registers everything; every sigh or 
groan uttered here is recorded indelibly 
cn His big heart.

Woodrow Wilson was méntioned again 
to-day in connection with the Fresidency 
of the United States at the annual ses- 
sion of the New Jersey Conference of 


The Rev. Dr. John Henry Jowett, the 
new pastor of the Fifth Avenue Presby- 
terian Church, in his first sermon yester- 
day morning made it clear that he had 
comé to preach the sirict Calvinistic doc- 
trine in simple, forcible, and strikingly 
Emersonian style. He expressed thé be- 
lief that in institutional work lay the 
foundation and future of the church, “and 
even before he started to preach he called 
for a collection of $20,000 to further this 
work. 

‘“‘I have come,” he said, “*to preach 
the Gospel that has saved me, that has 
held me, that has made me the Lord’s 
own servani; the Gospet which teaches 
that the infinite pity of Jesus is more 
than sufficient for the infinite need and 
pathos of human life.’ 

Long before the morning service began 
the church was crowded to overflowing, 
and police were called to turn the crowd 
away. A large sign, reading ‘*‘ Church 
Filled to Capacity,’ was displayed at il 
o'clock. The galleries and steps were 
cleared and no more persons were al- 
lowed to enter, except pewholders, but in 
most cases their seats were occupied and 
they were compelled to stand.
